Give To Wha!? 
Basil O’Connor, head of tile American Red Cross 
and the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
has taken sharp issue with federated 
fund-raising 
" 'Communizing' of appeals for health and welfare 
activities,” he declares,” has demoralizing im plications 
He sees a "buttle approaching between organizations 
which raise money In their own nam es and organiza­ 
tions which favor the com m unity-fund technique of 
collective appeals. 
The two system s cannot exist side by side, he told 
an audience of social workers recently. The collect! 
vists, for on obvious reason, will be unwilling to toler­ 
ate the individualists; hence the approaching "battle." 
Mr. O ’Connor feels however, that the heavy am m u­ 
nition is on his side as far as the public is concerned, 
because people Uke to give their money to the organ­ 
izations they like. Charity in the abstract tends to 
become m eaningless and pallid 
As far as the Infantile Paralysis Foundation Is 
concerned—and its success lins touched off bitter criti­ 
cism from those who would like to share its surplus— 
Mr O'Connor adm its it has been over-dram atised. But 
he denies that is any reason why a sound principle 
of fund-raising tor a charitable cause should be scut­ 
tled. 

More tnm oi- 
tant, every welfare worker in the country knows what 
he's talking about, which assures a lively controversy 


Power To Burn 
The navy no longer can look to M ahan and the 
other cla&slcal authorities on sea warfare. It has to 
write its texts as It goes along and trust that its theor­ 
ies are sound. To carry out its research it has organ­ 
ised a radiological and atomic warfare section. The 
day now may be near when the battleship will be sup­ 
planted entirely by the guided m issile ship. 
M eanwhile, army engineers are Investigating the 
subterranean facilities used by the G erm ans during 
th e war with a view to using their ideas in plans for 
underground homes, factories and even chem urgical 
gardens and livestock pastures. 
If all the energy going into exploration of the war­ 
tim e possibilities of atomic power were utilized on its 
peacetim e application, a thim bleful of coal not only 
m ight drive the Queen Mary across the Atlantic; it 
also m ight heat all our cities for the next generation 
w ith enough ergs left over to operate an interplanetary 
excursion service.

Thus, it Ls im portant th a t when 
pain in the chest occurs a com plete 
exam ination be m ade, including an 
X -ray of th e chest. In this way the 
exact cause of the trouble m ay be 
determ ined and the 
m ost suitable 
treatm ent carried out, depending on 
the ccntition present.
